Your operations will need to be modified to respond to all complaints received by the City.
No signage, supports, barricades or any other objects (temporary or otherwise) are to be

anchored into concrete (sidewalks, curb/gutter) or asphalt (roadways, sidewalks, paths,
etc.) surfaces. Any damage incurred must be repair at applicant’s sole expense.
